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This application is before the Office of PCT Legal Administration for issues arising 
under 35 U.S.C. 371. 



On 27 April 2006, applicant filed the present national stage application using the 
EFS-Web electronic filing system. During the electronic filing process, applicant identified 
the application as the U.S. national stage under 35 U.S.C. 371 for PCT/US2004/001477, the 
attorney docket number as WAG-4002US, and the title as "Multi-Purpose Cleaning Tool." 
(A copy of the specification, claims, abstract, and drawings for "Multi-Purpose Cleaning 
Tool" was included with the electronic filing.) The submission was assigned U.S. 
application number 10/595,552. 

Based on USPTO processing procedures, the application file was initiated in the 
USPTO PALM system as a U.S. national of PCT/US2004/001477, the international 
application number set forth in the bibliographical data provided by applicant when filing 
the electronic application. 



A review of the international publication for PCT/AU2004/001477 reveals that this 
is the international application corresponding to the application submitted here. However, 
the application initiated by applicants misidentified the international application number 
as PCT/US2004/001477. Based on applicants' error, a national stage application file was 
created for PCT/US2004/001477, rather than for PCT/AU2004/001477. 
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Application No.: 10/595,552 * 

On 27 October 2004, applicants filed international application no. 
PCT/AU2004/001477 which claimed a priority date of 27 October 2003 and designated the 
United States. A copy of the international application was communicated to the United 
States Patent and Trademark Office from the International Bureau on 06 May 2005. 
Pursuant to 37 CFR 1.495, the deadline for entry into the national stage in the United 
States expired 30 months from the priority date, on 27 April 2006. 

Further review of the application papers originally filed on 27 April 2006 reveals 
that none of the originally filed papers identified PCT/AU2004/001477. As such, none 
could be used to identify the correct international application. Therefore, the basic 
national fee could not have been associated with the correct international application no. 
PCT/AU2004/001477 as of 27 April 2006, and thus, the application is ABANDONED for 
failure to timely pay the basic national fee. 

In order to continue processing of the national stage application for 
PCT/AU2004/001477, applicant must submit a petition under 37 CFR 1.137(a) or (b) 
requesting that the application be revived. Any petition filed under 37 CFR 1.137(a) and/or 
a petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) requesting that the application be revived must meet the 
criteria indicated in 37 CFR 1.137. Such a petition must: (l) specifically identify the 
international application for which national stage entry was intended; (2) explain the 
presence of the conflicting instructions (i.e., typographical errors, etc.); and (3) correct the 
file record to correspond with the desired application, where appropriate (i.e., submit a 
corrected Transmittal Letter to the United States Designated Office (DO/EO/US) 
Concerning a Submission).
